Earlier today the mysteri- 
ous girl in the polka-dot dress 
who was sought after the as- 
sassination of Sen. Kennedy 
was identified in court as Va- 
lerie Schulte of Santa Bar- 
bara. 

Vincent Thomas DiPierro, a 
part-time waiter at the Am- 
bassador Hotel when Ken- 
nedy was shot there, identi- 
fied the girl from a picture. 
The girl in the picture was 
wearing a green dress with 
yellow polka dots. DiPierro 
told police he had seen a girl 
wearing a white dress with 
black polka, dots standing 
near Sirhan before the assas- 
sination. 

THERE WAS no indication 
of what her connection, if 
any, was with Sirhan. . 

Former football star Roose- 
velt Grier also was expected 
to testify, today. Grier, a 280- 
pounder who played for the 
Los Angeles Rams, pounced 
on the 112-pound Sirhan in the 
5 narrow pantry where Ken- 
nedy was shot. 
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
